Fighting Will Resume If 
Peace Plan Ignored—Sadat

President 
Anwar Sadat 
of 


Egypt warned today that fight- 
ing will be resumed along the 
Suez Canal by the end of this 
month unless Israel responds to 
his latest peace proposal, the se- 
mi-ol'icial Cairo newspaper Al 
Ahram reported. 


It quoted Sadat as saying 


April "is the month which shall 
decide between a solution and 
war" and reported he wants all 
parties, including 
the United 


States and the United Nations, 
to "define within this month 
their position in practical and 
precise terms." 


The report came barely a day 


after Sadat offered a new ver- 
sion of his Feb. 4 proposal to re- 
open the Suez Canal if Israel 
made a partial withdrawal from 
Ihe Sinai Peninsula. Sadat also 
said Egypt would agree to re- 
new the suspended cease-fire if 
Israel accepted his terms. 


Israel reaction to the proposal 


was divided. One government 
minister characterized it as ab- 
surd while another said it merit- 
ed discussion.

A new clement in Sadat's pro- 


posal called for Egyptian troops 
to take up positions on the east 
clearance work on the Canal 
alter the Israeli pullback.

The Michigan Supreme Court's 


decision to mothball paroqhiaid is 
a dispassionate exercise in legal 
logic, 


It Is one the Court could not 


escape except by distorting the 
import in clearly stated language. 


, It 
is also one, very likely, 


which the Court secretly wished 
it did not have to reach because 
its affect has every chance of 
working out to a poor result. 


In two separate opinions, the 


Court upheld the anti-parochiaid 
amendment to the state constitu- 
tion which the public adopted by 
a 1,4 million to 1.06 million vote 
in the 1970 general election. 


By one ballot of 5-2 the Court 


declared the amendment bars the 
spending of public money for 
direct assistance to parochial and 
private s c h o o l s in the K-12 
range. The amendment does not 
ban auxiliary services, the Court 
ruled, if this aid is under the 
public system's control. Nor does 
it subject parochial school pro- 
perty to public taxation. 


The opinion means that the 


legislature can not allocate funds 
to underwrite the Three Rs, but 
may continue to supply police 
and fire protection, b u s i n g , 
school nurses, driver education, 
visiting teachers for the handi- 
capped, etc. 


An accompanying opinion, on a 


4-3 vote, sustained the November 
election results. The petitions.civ- 
culated on behalf of the amend- 
ment were worded improperly. 
The majority o p i n i o n acknow- 
ledged the error, but said that 
inasmuch as the public under- 
Stood what a Yes or No vote 
rneant this is not the time to 
conduct a post mortem on drafts- 
fnanship.

Nor will the classic beauty of 


the King James Version of The 
Bible ever be superceded by 
any of the current rash o.f new 
translations — however valu- 
ably they modernize the Holy 
Scriptures. "Superstar," not be- 
ing bound to the manuscripts, is 
able to modernize ever further 
— in what can be recognized as 
a legitimate effort at a 20th 
Century version. For example: 


• Caiaphas to Judas: "This 


isn't blood money — it's a fee, 
nothing more." (Crowd: "Good 
old Judas!") 
• Pilate to Jesus: "You're in 


deep trouble friend; how can 
someone in your state be so cool 
about his fate?" 
• Jesus (in some intriguing 


and valuable exegesis by the 
lyricist): "Save tomorrow for 
tomorrow, 
think about today 


instead . . . Surely you're not 
saying we have the resources to 
save the poor from their lot? ., 
. For all you care this wine 
could be my blood — this bveait 
could be irry body," 


One high point of the opera is

adequate to deal with the ecological emergency facing Lake 
Michigan, say eight senators from surrounding states. 


In. a letter to William Huckelshaus, administator of the En- 


vironmental Protection Agency, Robert Jordon, Army counsel, 
and Russell Train, chairman of the President's Council on En- 
vironmental Quality, they asked for tougher dumping regulations 
than those contained in the administration's proposed Refuse 
Act Permit Program. 


That proposal would tie permits to water quality standards. 


The senators urged that dumping permits "require the use of 
the best available and feasible technology . . . for recycling, re- 
use or treatment of pollutants within the shortest practical time." 


"Exceptional steps must be taken . . . because in Lake Mich- 


igan there is practically no flow-through or flushing action," 
said Sen. Charles II. Percy, R-I11. "The lake is now at the 
critical point of possible irreversible change where failure to 
take extraordinary steps will doom all hope of saving the lake.'
